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VEHICLES IN THE MIDLANDS

The second article on the Midland Region looks at some of the achievements of the car and vehicle manufacturers and also 
at improvements in steel production, forging plants and additions to electricity generating capacity. The first section appeared 


in last week's Board of Trade Journal. 


HE BIRMINGHAM AREA is well-known for the production 

of wire in many specifications for a large number of trades. 

The engineering trades are big users of wire for making nails, 
bolts, screws, rivets, pins, needles, artificial jewellery and other 
goods. The production of non-ferrous wire has been considerably 
stimulated by the rapid development of the radio industry, although 
the main development during the war was in the field of aluminium 
alloy wires. Having the qualities of lightness and strength, these 
wires were severely tested in the war years, and now are being put 
to use for domestic products. 

Electrical power has been increasingly used by Midlands manu- 
facturers and it is estimated that industrial consumption of electricity 
in the Region has more than doubled since 1939, Power generating 
capacity to keep step with the growing demand has been provided 
by three new stations at Mefford, near Stoke-on-Trent, Stourport, 
and Ocker Hill, Tipton. Extensions to give greater generating 
capacity have been made to the station at Hams Hall, Nechells, 
Birmingham and another station is under construction at Drakelow, 
near Burton-on-Trent. 

The Region produces electrical engineering equipment in both 
quantity and variety and has an international reputation for its 
products. It has supplied some of the biggest power stations in the 
world with equipment, from the largest machinery down to the 
smallest electrical fitments. Besides the construction of large

power station generating plant there are also produced transformers, 
rectifiers, batteries, switchgear, cables and meters and a variety 
of motors. 

The production of this type of equipment by the English Electric 
Co. Ltd. at Stafford has increased considerably since the war, and 
at Rugby output has been devoted to steam turbines, diesel engines 
and water turbines which have been in increasing demand abroad. 
Electrical equipment has been supplied for the transport system of 
Calgary, Alberta, for a steel mill drive in Australia and for many 
other industrial and municipal projects overseas. In 1950 the 
company stated that its total turnover was £17 million greater than 
in 1947 and that exports were running at 50 per cent. of production. 

An outstanding development in the heavy industries of the Region 
since the war can be seen at Bromsgrove, in North Worcester- 
shire, where J. Garrington & Sons Ltd. have built a new £1,000,000 
forging plant which has been laid out to give flow production from 
the raw material storage section to the road and rail despatch bays. 
The plant resembles an exhibition hall rather than a works engaged 
in what is generally known as one of the dirtier of the engineering 
trades. It has enabled the company to increase output and to lower 
costs of production. With the firm’s plant at Darlaston the tonnage 
of forgings produced in 1949 was ten times greater than the amount 
produced in 1939, and later production shows a considerable 
increase on this figure. A large part of the firm’s production is 
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incorporated in the output of the vehicle industry. 


Also in the heavy industry category is an extensive scheme of 
modernization at the Round Oak Steel Works Ltd., Brierley Hill, 
where reconstruction has provided for the installation of an entirely 
new melting furnace plant, consisting of five 100-ton open hearth 
furnaces, each fitted with waste heat boilers, and an extension to the 
existing scrap bays 

During the war the extension and modernization of the plant was 
largely suspended and normal repairs were deferred. A new elec- 
trically driven cogging mill has been installed and electrification of the 
present 28-inch and billet mills, with some modernization of the mills, 
is now being carried out and will shortly be completed. A cross- 
country mill for rolling small sections has been installed and is in 
production. The output of ingots through this re-equipment has 
increased from the pre-war figure of 160,000 tons to 250,000-300,000 
tons a year. ‘This increase has been achieved without addition to the 
numbers of pre-war personnel. 


The outstanding development in the Midlands in the last half 
century has been in the production of motor cars. Since the war the 
industry has made tremendous strides in selling to the markets of the 
world. Vast sums have been spent in re-equipment with the latest 
machine tools and in improving mechanized assembly lines. Remark- 
able progress has been made by the Austin Company, whose success 
has been one of the brightest features of the United Kingdom's 
post-war export trade. July 1951 saw completion of the new Austin 
building at Longbridge, Birmingham, where the layout and car 
assembly plant are claimed to be the most modern in the world, with 
features which take precedence over the best American car assembly

lines. ‘The plant, when materials and labour are fully available, will 
have a production capacity of 4,000 vehicles in a week. The Long- 
bridge works, which produced 77,000 vehicles in the year 1938-39, 
with exports of 14,000 vehicles, have increased output steadily since 
the end of the war until in 1950-51 a total of 162,000 vehicles was 
produced, of which over 114,000 were exported, more than the total 
for the whole industry in 1938. 


The Standard Motor Company of Coventry spent £1,250,000 on 
capital equipment in the last financial year, bringing the total spent 
since the end of the war to £8 million. To produce the Standard 
Vanguard, the sum of £550,000 was spent on press tools and the total 
expenditure on tooling for this model was £1 million. In addition 
to re-tooling, the car manufacturers have developed highly complicated, 
but effective systems of mechanical handling as a means of reducing 
production costs. Conveyors have been more widely introduced— 
both the overhead type and the slat type, which operates at waist level. 
In the Standard factories alone there are over 20 miles of these 
mechanized transport lines taking materials and components to 
machines, to stores, to paint-dipping tanks and many other sections 
of the plant. Mechanical handling devices of all types are used 
wherever they make for increased efficiency. 

The Standard Company announced the new Vanguard in 1947 as a 
car designed to meet the needs of both home and overseas markets. 
The company’s decision to concentrate on this basic model and to 
abandon the three smaller models which had been in production since 
the end of the war has resulted in a car attractive in price and design 
to export buyers. In one month last year the company’s car exports 
reached a record monthly total of 5,631 vehicles, representing 90-08 
per cent. of the output 


Another notable achievement has been that of the Rover Company, 
who turned over from war-time to peace-time production within six 
months of the end of hostilities. By 1947 the company had designed 
an entirely new general purpose vehicle for the use of farmers, building 
and constructional work and industry generally. The vehicle, the 
Land Rover, was introduced in 1948 and met with immediate success, 
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planned. 
Opened in July 1951, this 
new plant is claimed to be 
the most modern in the 
world and experienced 
observers state that the 
line has some features 
which are superior to those 
in American car plants. 


both at home and overseas. It has been earning much needed 
currency for Britain ever since. This company’s latest achievement is 
the development of the gas turbine engine and in April 1950 their 
first gas turbine car was shown at a British automobile and motor 
cycle show in New York. A Perspex panel displayed the layout of 
the power unit. Later in 1950 a further stage was marked by a 
demonstration on the Thames of a 60-ft. launch fitted with two of 
these gas turbine engines. The company emphasized at the time, 
however, that the problem of high fuel consumption had yet to be 
solved before the engine would be practicable for commercial use. 

In common with the other Midlands car manufacturers the Rootes 
group concentrated on building their export organization at the end of 
the war, and by 1946 a programme had been prepared to ship cars 
and vehicles to 79 countries, some of which had rarely seen a British 
vehicle before the war. Recent figures for the organization’s vehicles 
exports are 77 per cent. of total output. 

One of the most interesting recent developments in the motor 
industry is the collective research work carried on outside the region 
by the Motor Industry Research Association at Brentford, Middlesex. 
The research includes laboratory examination of mechanical problems. 
The Association maintains a proving ground at Lindley, near Nuneaton, 
Warwickshire, where practical tests are made of vehicles still in the 
development stage. 

This establishment, opened in 1949, was formerly an aerodrome 
occupied by the R.A.F. and although there were some initial diffi- 
culties the proving ground to-day is regarded as a research and testing

centre of real importance to the British motor industry.

vehicles for overseas markets. ‘There is the half-mile length of pave 
road surface along which cars and commercial vehicles are driven to 
test their suspension system and general robustness. The specifiea- 
tion for the construction of this road section was based on measure- 
ments made on a main road in Belgium of which it is an exact replica. 

Other road sections have been constructed to reproduce road 
conditions in parts of Australia, India, and Africa, where the heat, 
dry climate, dust humidity and surfaces of unmetalled roads can play 
havoc with car mechanisms. Another track section is used for 
producing road noises in vehicles, and a 200 ft. dust tunnel, made of 
sections of Nissen huts, has a floor covered with dust resembling that 
of tropical countries. Near the tunnel is a water splash for testing 
the weather-proofing of vehicles. 

Preliminary arrangements have been made which may lead to the 
construction of a high-speed circuit at Lindley, where sustained high 
speed tests would be possible. Plans are also being made to transfe: 
the laboratories from Brentford to Lindley, where they will have 
larger accommodation. 

Allied to the motor car industry is the production of motor cycles— 
another valuable item in the export trade. Between Birmingham and 
Coventry, at Meriden, the Triumph Company are engaged in expan- 
sion plans which will add 20 per cent. to the factory space and will 
provide 15 per cent. increased production capacity for the firm’s motor 
cycles.

Metal Licences for Coronation 


Souvenirs 


ANUFACTURERS OF medals and other small Coronation 
souvenirs will wish to know that the Board of Trade have now 
decided to license reasonable requirements of copper and zinc alloys 
for this purpose, not only for export but for the home market. The 
present severe restrictions on the use of nickel and nickel alloys will, 
however, continue in force. Applications for licences should be made 
in accordance with normal procedure to the Regional Offices of the 
Board. The extent to which licences can be granted will depend upon 
the availability of the controlled metals. The use of copper and 
alloys containing substantial quantities of copper should be avoided 
if any other material (except nickel and nickel alloys) is suitable 
The licences will be issued under the Copper and Zinc (Prohibited 
Uses) (Board of Trade) Orders. <A licence will not carry any entitle- 
ment to any allocation of metal 


Reduction in Jute Prices 


CONSE SQUENT OWN a further fall in market prices in Pakistan 
and India, the Ministry of Materials announce further reductions 
in jute prices in this country with effect from June 4, 1952. (The 
previous reductions were effective from April 2, 1952.) 

The Jute Control's selling prices of the various grades of long jute 
are being reduced by £40 per ton, and there will be appropriate 
adjustments in the prices for cuttings. Maximum producer prices 
for sales of jute yarn and jute cloth, based on the revised raw jute 
prices, will be introduced. 

The Jute Control's selling price of imported 10 oz. 40 inch hessian 
is being reduced by 25s. 3d. to 120s. 6d. per 100 yards, and prices 
of “ B” twills and corn sacks by 90s. to 314s. 3d. and 331s. 9d., 
respectively, per 100 bags. Prices for other types of imported goods 
will be correspondingly reduced. 


Imports of Silk Cloth from Japan 


HE Board of Trade announce (in Notice to Importers No. 501) 

that they are prepared to consider applications for licences to 
import a limited quantity of the following descriptions of silk cloth 
from Japan in the period ending September 30, 1952 : 

Silk piece-goods, wholly of silk (excluding bolting cloth) 

(i) Habutai, not dyed or printed, weighing not more than 1 Ib 
per 30 square yards. 

(ii) Habutai, not dyed or printed, weighing more than 1 Ib. per 
30 square yards, and undischarged silks. 

Licences will be issued on the understanding that at least 50 per 
cent. by value of each category (i) and (ii) will be exported after 
processing. 

All applications, which should be made on Board of Trade Form 
ILB/A (Revised) for each category separately, must be submitted to 
the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, Romney House,

May 13, the Chancellor of the Exchequer invited Mr. Assheton

their being given separate treatment under the D scheme. It is 
announced by the Treasury that the matter has now been fully 
examined, and discussions have taken place between those Members

Articles for Hand Embroidery 


AFTER CONSULTATION with Trade Associations concerned, 
the Coramissioners of Customs and Excise have decided that, as 
from June 9, 1952, articles primarily intended for hand embroidery 
hitherto regarded as liable to Purchase Tax at the rate of 25 per cent. 
under Group 4 will in future be regarded as liable at the rate of 50 per 
cent. under Group 5 less the appropriate D relief, if they are articles 
of a kind referred to in Part II of Appendix A of Notice No. 78D 
(e.g., table cloths, tray cloths, table napkins). 


The liability of articles (e.g., tea cosy covers, periodical covers) not 
included in the D scheme is unaffected.

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Enquiry into the Cost of Industrial Movement 


Much study has been devoted

Of the latter the National Institute of 
Keconomic and Social Research has undertaken the most ambitious 
It is an independent enquiry into the costs incurred in the 
setting up and operation of branch factories, based on the experience 
of about factories This has been made possible by the 
co operation of a number ot firms who have voluntarily supplied 
confidential information to the National Institute. The enquiry is 
still in progress, but some interim results are now published for the 
National Institute.* ‘They make interesting reading for everyone 
concerned with the locating and establishment of factories, be he 
manager, employee, economist or public servant

possibility that if a firm has to reduce its activities it will decide to 
concentrate the cut on the branch. The firm's decision will depend 
partly on the nature of the branch—whether it just carries out one 
process, whether it 1s a microcosm of the main works, or whether it 
makes a different product. The later stages of the enquiry should 
produce wrmation about the factors affecting the stability 
and instability of different kinds of branches. But in the cases so far 
studied it has been commoner for the branch to suffer a reduction 
proportionately heavier than the main works.

Branch Costs 


Interesting evidence ts provided by one shoe-closing branch which 
has been operating since 1920. There, direct wage costs have been 
lower than at the main works for a number of years. Three methods 
of calculation show that total costs, too, have recently been at least 
as low at the branch as at the main works. This branch is about 
twenty miles from its main works and in a town where shoe-manufac- 
ture was previously unknown. Its history, read in conjunction with 
the findings on the other cases, suggests that, after the initial ‘ settling 
down,” it is quite possible to operate such a branch as cheaply as the 
main works 

The measurement of costs show considerable variations between 
one branch and another. The investigators have been at pains to 
find out what caused the variations. 

The cause most directly connected with location is the distance of 
the branch from the main works. Distance is most important for 
its effect on the convenience and cost of management and skilled 
maintenance, particularly for a small dependent branch. If the 
branch is within, say, thirty miles and can be reached in about an hour 
by road, these services are fairly easy to provide. If a visit to the 
branch occupies a whole day, the difficulty is considerably greater. 
Branches still farther away have to be much more self-sufficient. 

The choice of the actual locality is also significant ; it is easier to 
start up production if the branch is within daily travel-to-work from 
places where there is some familiarity with the industry. This makes 
possible the recruitment of a nucleus of trained workpeople. Similarly 
a locality which offers facilities for housing incoming keyworkers is 
more favourable 


Site Location and Wage Costs 


The actual site, as distinct from the locality, can be surprisingly 
important, especially in rural areas. The factory should be con- 
veniently reached by bus from the centres of population. One firm, 
which sited its factory wrongly, has had to spend on running its own 
bus service a sum equal to ten per cent. of the whole wage bill. 

Sometimes the branch is able to employ females where the main 
works employs males, or juveniles instead of adults, because females 
or juveniles are more easily recruited where the branch is located.

sually control them irrespective of where it 
places its branch. Particularly important to the successful establish- 
ment of branches is training. The evidence shows that careful 
selection and training of workpeople in the early stages is very 
important in making the branch a going concern. Some firms paid 
great attention to it thers, in a hurry to start production, were 
more neglectful. ‘The investigators hope to elaborate on the effects 
and importance of training in their final report. 

A firm opening a branch might be expected to take the opportunity 
to reorganize production methods. In the boot-and-shoe cases 
studied this has not been a very significant factor, but it seems to occur 
more in the ng and allied trades. It raises a series of 
questions about the st efficient size of plant for various processes 
and products, questions which add to the difficulty of separating out 
the cost changes due to more strictly locational influences. 

As this is a pioneer enquiry the investigators have had to develop 
their own methods. Some of the problems and the solutions adopted 
are described in the report. The greatest difficulty in some cases has 
been the comparison of outputs at the branch and the main works. 
This has usually been contrived by adjusting the simple output 
statistics, such as number of shoes, to take account of different 
qualities. The basis of the adjustment has been the relative wage

Details of the cost items included under the various headings are 
shown in the tables for the four examples of branches which the report 
includes. The fortunes of these branches are described at length. 

The publication of this report marks a significant step in the advance 
of knowledge about industrial location. Its facts, figures and tentative 
conclusions will be of wide interest ; the methods it describes will 
attract the attention not only of research workers but also of many 
others studying industrial costs.

Imports of Seeds in 1952 


MINISTRY of Agriculture and Fisheries Notice of March 12, 
and the Board of Trade's Notice to Importers No. 479, stated that 
arrangements for future imports of herbage seeds during 1952 would 
be announced later. It has now been decided, for balance of payments 
reasons, that the value of herbage seeds licensed for importation from 
non-scheduled territories in 1952 should be substantially reduced as 
compared with 1951. 

Within the limits of value to be permitted under the new arrange- 
ments, qualitative control of imports will continue to apply. As set 
out in the announcement of May 22, 1951, the control of licences 
will be operated to ensure that imported herbage seeds are suitable 
in quality and type for sowing in the United Kingdom. 


Importers are being asked to provide the Ministry with information 
in respect of herbage seeds from non-scheduled territories for which 
import licences would be sought from now onwards until the end of 
December 1952, in order that the allocation of import quotas, by 
value, may be determined. 

The scheduled territories at present comprise the British Common- 
wealth (except Canada), British Trust Territories, British Protec- 
torates and Protected States, Burma, the Irish Republic, Iraq, 
Iceland, Jordan and Libya 


Cereal Seeds 


As already announced on January 7, specific import licensing 
control will be continued until December 31, 1952. The Board of 
Trade, in agreement with the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
will consider applications for import licences for reasonable quantities 
of pedigree seed. The Board of Trade, in agreement with the 
Ministry of Food, will consider applications for import licences for 
commercial cereal seed 


Vegetable Seeds and Other Agricultural Seeds 


Also as indicated in the announcement of January 7, vegetable 
seeds and other agricultural seeds will remain subject to specific 


licensing control until further notice. Import licences will be issued 
freely in respect of seed of the 1952 crop grown under contracts, 
entered into before sowing and registered with the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries. All forward growing contracts for 1952 
crop have now been registered with the Ministry, and firms have been 
notified of this registration. Applications for import licences for 
seeds not grown under such contracts may be considered in the light 
of quality and of general trade conditions. 
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Sales of Clothing and Footwear Rather Better in April 


i¢ of sales of all types of merchandise based

"The corresponding changes comparing March 1952 with March 1950 
were a rise of 7 per cent., no change, and a rise of 5 per cent.

‘The 
retail price index for the clothing and footwear group as a whole 
rose about 24 per cent. between April 1950 and April 1952, so that the 
quantum of sales is probably still slightly lower than it was two years 
ago. The value of stocks of women's and children's wear fell after 
rising in the previous two months, but in the case of men’s and boys’ 
wear there was a further small increase. ‘The index of stocks of foot- 
wear also continued to rise 

In the household goods section there were substantial falls in sales 
of both furniture and furnishings, and hardware, radio and electrical 
goods, which were larger than between March and April in either 
1950 or 1951

Sales and Stocks by Types of Goods 
Clothing 


Sales of clothing were higher in April than in March, the rise being 
larger for women’s and children’s wear than for men's and boys’ wear. 
The difference between the two months is partly to be accounted for by 
the improved weather in the second half of April, and the fact that 
Easter fell in that month The two main index numbers, while 
still below the relatively high levels of April 1951, were not so much 
down as they had been in previous months, and were well above the 
levels of two years earlier. April was certainly the best month of the 
trading year so far and provided clear evidence that there has been 
some measure of recovery in retail trade in clothing. Stocks, especially 
of women's wear, were lower in value than a year earlier. 


Sales of women's and children’s wear were 12 per cent. higher than 
in March and 4 per cent. lower than in April 1951. Among the sub- 
divisions of women's and children’s wear, sales of outerwear and dress 
materials were both lower in value than a year earlier ; sales of women's 
stockings were 15 per cent. higher and those of girls’ and children’s

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear rose 6 per cent. from the March level 
and were 12 per cent. lower than in April 1951, a relatively high 
month, but by no means the peak of last year’s boom.

lower than a year earlier. Stocks of footwear, in contrast to those of

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear showed a fairly uniform drop compared 
with April 1951 for all three types of large shop and the average, a 
fall of 12 per cent., was rather better than for the independent retailers. 
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Footwear sales were 2 per cent. higher than a year earlier for all 
large stores together. The fall of 4 per cent. recorded by co-operative 
societies was the same as for the independent shops, while sales of 
department stores were 2 per cent. down and those of multiple shops 
rose 4 per cent. 

Furniture sales by all large shops showed a fall of 26 per cent. com- 
pared with a year earlier, slightly more than for the small furniture 
dealers. Department stores, the only type of large shop for which this 
figure is published separately, recorded a fall of 30 per cent. In hard- 
ware, electrical and radio also the independent retailers had more 
favourable results than the large shops as a whole, the latter showing a 
fall of 27 per cent. compared with April 1951. The decline of 22 per 
cent. in sales by multiple shops alone was almost the same as for the 
small shops, while sales by department stores were 34 per cent. down. 

Changes in sales of books and stationery by all types of shop com- 
pared with a year earlier were small. No figure is published for 
co-operative societies, but department stores showed a fall of 2 per 
cent. and multiple shops a rise of 6 per cent., while the average for the 
larger retailers was a 1 per cent. fall. Sales by independent booksellers, 
stationers and newsagents were the same in value as in April 1951. 

Sales of chemists’ goods by the large stores taken together once 
again compared more favourably with a year earlier than those of 
independent chemists. The most favourable results, however, were 
those of the multiple shops and the co-operative societies, which were 
increases of 12 and 11 per cent. respectively. Independent chemists 
recorded a rise of 4 per cent. and department stores a fall of 2 per cent. 


Sales by Areas 


The value of non-food sales in the country as a whole was 7 per 
cent. lower than in April 1951. Most of the areas recorded falls close 
to this figure, but in Central and West End London the reduction 
was much greater—20 per cent.—while in Scotland, the Midlands and 
the South of England falls of only about 4 per cent. were registered. 
In most areas cumulative sales in the three months February to April 
compared with the corresponding period of 1951 showed decreases 
very close to that of 11 per cent. for Great Britain, and the only 
substantial difference was a drop of 20 per cent. in Central and West 
End London. 

The total of sales of food and perishables was 14 per cent. higher than 
a year earlier, and the comparison for most areas individually was of 
much the same order. Central and West End London was an excep- 
tion, with sales at almost the same level as in April 1951, and in the 
South of England and in Wales and Monmouthshire rises of about 
18 per cent. were recorded. Cumulative sales in the first three months 
of the trading year in the whole of Great Britain were 12 per cent. 
higher than in February—April 1951 ; and again it was only Central 
and West End London that differed significantly, with the rise of 4 per 
cent 

Attention is drawn to the extra table, published every three months, 
in which cumulative sales in the trading year to date compared with 
the corresponding period of 1951 are shown separately for London 
and the rest of Great Britain.

independent men’s wear shops as a whole recorded sales 18 per cent. 
lower than a year earlier, outfitters recording a somewhat larger fall 
than bespoke tailors ; sales of men’s clothing by the larger retailers 
fell 12 per cent. over the year. Cumulative turnover in men's wear 
by independent shops in the first three months of the trading year 
was 29 per cent. lower than in February—April 1951, while that of the 
larger stores was 22 per cent. lower. 


Sales by retailers of boots and shoes showed a considerable improve- 
ment on the March figures and were only 4 per cent. lower than in 
April 1951. The results of the larger footwear retailers were even 
better, for they were 2 per cent. higher than a year earlier. The 
cumulative figures of sales to date for the independent footwear shops 
were 11 per cent. less than in February—April 1951, compared with a 
fall of 4 per cent. for the large retailers. 


Household Goods 


As for several years past there was a definite rise in the value of 
independent furniture dealers’ sales between March and April. 
Compared with the particularly high level of trade in April 1951, 
however, sales were 24 per cent. down ; the fall in sales of furniture 
and furnishings by the large shops was rather greater—26 per cent. 
Cumulative sales by small shops in the months February—April were 
25 per cent. less than in the corresponding period of 1951, while those 
of the large shops were 21 per cent. less. 


In the hardware, electrical and radio group there was a sharp fall 
compared with March, and compared with a year earlier sales were 
down—by 21 per cent. This relatively poor result was mainly a 
reflection of the trade of radio and electrical specialists, whose sales 
receded again from the high water mark of February and were 39 per 
cent. lower than in April 1951. Cumulative sales in the three months 
to April 1952 for the hardware, electrical and radio group as a whole 
were 3 per cent. less than in the corresponding period a year earlier. 
The large shops selling these goods reported sales in April 27 per cent. 
lower than a year ago, and cumulative sales to date 16 per cent. lower 
than in the three months February to April 1951. 


Chemists’ Wares 


Independent chemists were the only group included in the statistics 
to record an increase in sales compared with April 1951, which 
amounted to 4 percent. Their cumulative sales to date were 1 per cent. 
higher than in the three months February to April 1951. Sales of 
chemists’ goods by the large shops showed an increase of 11 per cent. 
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compared with a year earlier, while their cumulative sales to date 
were 8 per cent. higher than in the period February to April last year. 


Other Retail Categories 


Independent booksellers, newsagents and stationers experienced a 
seasonal fall in turnover, and the value of their sales in April was 
practically the same as 12 months earlier ; their cumulative sales in 
the first three months of the trading year were 5 per cent. higicer than 
in February to April 1951 


Sales by motor and cycle dealers, garages, etc., were appreciably 
higher than in March ; the advent of warmer weather, Easter and the 
higher price of petrol all contributed to bring the index number level 
with the relatively high figure a year ago. Cumulative sales in the three 
months ending April 1952 were 3 per cent. higher than in the corres- 
ponding period a year earlier. 


Retailers of toys, sports goods and leather goods recorded as usual 
a substantial increase in sales compared with March; the index 
number was still 7 per cent. lower than in April 1951, and at the same 
level as two years earlier. Cumulative sales in this category in the 
trading year to date were 7 per cent. lower than in the three months 
February to April 1951. 


Jewellers’ sales were slightly higher than in March, but 8 per cent. 
lower than in April 1951. The value of sales in each of the first three 
months of the trading year has been well below the corresponding 
figure of the previous year and cumulative sales to date show a fall of 
13 per cent. compared with the period February to April 1951. 


Accurate comparisons in these categories with the larger retailers 
are not possible owing to differences in the types of goods covered. 
The departments most nearly comparable recorded small falls over the 
year of 1 per cent. in sales of books and stationery, 2 per cent. in sports 
goods and cycles, and 3 per cent. in jewellery, leather and miscellaneous 
fancy goods.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament. 


TUESDAY MAY 27 


Imports of Broccoli 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, said that figures showing the total amount of broccoli imported 
under the quota system were compiled from returns sent to the 
Ministry of Food by importers. 


United States Tariffs 


The President was asked whether, in view of the vital need for the 
United Kingdom and Western Europe to balance their trading accounts 
by selling more goods in the North American markets, he would call a 
conference of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization nations with a 
view to approaching the United States of America for substantial 
reductions in the present high tariffs. 

Mr. Strauss replied, ‘‘ No, Sir.” 

Asked also what steps he was taking to offset the effects of the 
proposed increase in American tariffs against British products, Mr. 
Strauss replied that the applications to the United States Tariff 
Commission for increases in certain duties which were of particular 
interest to the United Kingdom were still being investigated by the 
Commission. No recommendation had yet been made to the United 
States Government. The question of taking steps to offset the effects 
of increases in the duties, therefore, did not at present arise. 


Production of Wood Flour 


Mr. Strauss said he was aware that certain firms in this country 
which produced wood flour had recently had to close, but he did 
not think that this was attributable to imports. The foreign wood flour 
was of a quality essential for the manufacture of certain exports, and it 
would not be to the public interest to restrict our imports. 


Hire Purchase and Credit Sale 


Asked what steps he intended to take to protect purchasers of 
television and radio sets who took advantage of systems of deferred 
payments, Mr. Strauss replied that he assumed that what the questioner 
had in mind was protection against abuses m hire-purchase and credit 
sale. Protection was given by the Hire-Purchase Act, 1938, which 
amended the law on the subject. Similar legislation was in force in 
Scotland and Northern Ireland. No representations had been 
received that the law was inadequate. 

Mr. Strauss was also asked if he was aware that hire-purchase 
agreements for the sale of television and radio sets were now being 
abandoned in favour of rental agreements which could be more 
onerous, and what steps he was taking to protect the public interest 
in the matter. 

He replied that he was aware that there had been an increase in the 
number of rental agreements for television and radio sets. If any 
cases brought to notice prove on investigation to involvea breach of the 
Hire Purchase and Credit Sale Agreements (Control) Order, action 
would be taken. 

Questioned further if he was aware of the growing practice of furni- 
ture retailers to circumvent the Hire Purchase and Credit Sale Agree- 
ments (Control) Order, 1952, by schemes of rental agreements, and 
what steps he was taking to check such practices, Mr. Strauss replied 
that furniture, other than office furniture, did not come within the 
provisions of this Order. With regard to articles falling within its 
provisions, he referred the questioner to the answer given on May 6 
about alleged evasion of this Order. 


Unemployment in Lancashire 


Unemployment in Lancashire arose mainly from the world-wide 
recession in demand for cotton and rayon textiles, Mr. Strauss said, 
and it was on a revival of this demand that a reduction in unemploy- 
ment and short-time working must mainly depend. Meanwhile, in 
addition to accelerating Government contracts for textiles, Her 
Majesty’s Government in their trade and fiscal policies had sought to 
help the industry to take full advantage of a recovery in demand when 
it came and, where possible, to encourage new industries to come 
into those areas which were heavily dependent on the industry and 
were most affected by the recession. 


Production Methods 

Asked how far, after the winding-up of the activities of the Anglo- 
American Productivity Council, the continuing body would facilitate 
the study of the best production methods in British factories by those 
who were less well placed, Mr. Strauss replied that he understood that 
the promoters of the British Productivity Council intended to include 
in the Council's activities the method of help to which the questioner 
referred. 


British Films for Exhibitors’ Quota Year 

Films produced in the current year would generally be available for 
the next exhibitors’ quota year beginning on October 1, 1952, when the 
statutory quotas would again be 30 per cent. for first features and 
25 per cent. for supporting programmes, Mr. Strauss stated 

The number of films required for these quotas varied in different 
cinemas. The lowest estimates were generally based on the weekly 
releases by the three major circuits which required for a 30 per cent. 
quota between 48 and 57 British first feature films a year (the number 
depending on the allowance for Sunday showings). The supporting 
programme varied considerably in its composition and the quota was 
calculated in terms of the length of the films shown and not of the 
number of films. The annual requirement for a 25 per cent. quota 
was roughly 250,000 feet 

The productive capacity of the British film industry could not be 
stated precisely since it depended not only on studio space, but on 
finance and on the resources of technical and artistic talent capable 
of making successful films 


Claims under War Damage Act 

Asked on what date he anticipated being able to pay compensation 
under the War Damage Act, 1943 (Part II, Business Scheme), Mr. 
Strauss replied that the general settlement of these claims must 
await the fixing of a date by the Treasury under Section 85 (1) of 
the War Damage Act, 1943. In the meantime claims were being paid 
in whole or in part where the Board of Trade were satisfied either 
that the replacement or repair of the goods was expedient in the 
public interest or that it was expedient to make payment in order to 
avoid undue hardship. 


Imports of Fondant 

Imports of fondant had been separately recorded in the trade returns 
only since January 1 this year, it was stated. In the three months 
January to March 1952, imports from foreign countries were valued at 
£1,091,000. The corresponding figure for the year 1951 was estimated 
at just over £8 million. Imports of sugar-fat mixtures from foreign 
countries in the 12 months April 1951 to March 1952 were £7,598,000. 


Assistance to Craftsmen Scheme 

Asked to extend the scope of the tax relief scheme administered 
since 1948 by the Crafts Centre of Great Britain, to include pottery 
figurines, Mr. Strauss replied, ‘‘ No, Sir.’’ The number of crafts which 
could be covered by the Assistance to Craftsmen Scheme was inevitably 
limited by the amount of funds available. 


British Industries Fair 

It was estimated that the total space available at this year’s British 
Industries Fair was about 1,050,000 square feet, Mr. Strauss said. 
The total space let to exhibitors was 921,500 square feet. 


Import and Export of Cotton to Brazil 

The President was asked the position as regards the purchase of 
raw cotton in Brazil ; and what steps he was taking to arrange for a 
greater export of cotton goods to that market. 

Mr. Strauss replied that in answer to the first part of the question, 
it was for the Raw Cotton Commission and for those spinners who 
decided to buy independently to determine, on commercial grounds 
and within the limits imposed on their expenditure of non-dollar 
currency, how much cotton they took from Brazil. In answer to the 
second part, the Board of Trade would naturally do all they could to 
facilitate entry of textiles into overseas markets, but Brazil prohibited 
almost completely the importation of cotton piece-goods from all 
countries.

Import of Fruit Pulp

Definitions 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 


shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 


The coasting trade statistics relate to vessels carrying only coastwise cargo 
from port to port in the United Kingdom, without at the time having on 
board cargo from or for a port abroad. 

(2) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers, or ships’ stores. 


(3) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (2) 
and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 


(4) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, charged with enquiries in respect 
of goods other than agricultural and horticultural produce and the

Under Section 2 of the Act applications may be made to the Board 
of Trade to recommend the making, amending or revoking of Orders 
in Council requiring imported goods, other than the produce men- 
tioned in the preceding paragraph, to be marked with an indication 
of origin. Applications may also be made for provisional exemption 
from existing Orders in Council. 

The Board of Trade refer applications to the Standing Committee, 
whose function it is to consider them and report to the Board. Appli- 
cations should be addressed to the Secretary, Board of Trade, 
Industries and Manufactures Division 2, Horse Guards Avenue, 
Whitehall, London, 5.W.1. No application relating to any class or 
description of goods can be referred to the Standing Committee 
unless, in the opinion of the Board of Trade, it substantially represents 
the interests of either manufacturers, producers, traders, users, or 
consumers, or of any body of wage-earners. 

Committee meetings lapsed on the outbreak of war in 1939. The 
Committee is being revived on account of renewed interest in the 
subject by traders. 


Imports of Onions 


FOTICE TO Importers No. 474, dated January 30, 1952, announced 

that the import of onions (dry bulb) under Open General Licence 
would be suspended during the period August 1 to November 30, 1952, 
but restricted imports under block licensing arrangements would be 
permitted. 

Block licences were issued to permit imports of onions (dry bulb) 
during the period August 1 to 15, 1952. 

‘The Board of Trade now announce (in Notice to Importers No. 500) 
that the import of onions (dry bulb) during the period August 1 to 15, 
1952, from the countries to which the block licence applied will be 
under specific licence. 

Applications for specific licences should be made on Form ILB/A 
(Revised) and should be submitted to the Board of Trade, Import 
Licensing Branch, Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1, 
to reach the Board not later than Saturday, June 21, 1952. Page 1 of 
the form should be completed, but on page 2 the quantity in tons 
should be entered against 4 (a) instead of the value and the other 
particulars on the page need not be given. On page 3 and subsequent 
pages the applicant should fill in only the name and full postal address 
the applicant's reference number, and the description of goods, 
Neither quantity nor value should be entered on those pages. 

Applicants should send with the application form a statement, 
certified by an independent practising accountant, of their imports 
during the eight months July—February inclusive for each of the years 
1949-50, 1950-51, and 1951-52, expressed in tons. The date of 
import for this purpose is the date of clearance through Customs. The 
statement should be in the following form : 

The quantities of dry bulb onions we imported from (insert names of 
countries) during the base periods were:—

July 1950 to February 1951 tons 
July 1951 to February 1952 tons

These arrangements do not apply to the import of pickling onions 
for manufacture, for which separate applications should be sent to the 
Board of Trade, through the Ministry of Food, Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Division, York Terrace, London, N.W.1. 

All block licences in the FV series held for imports in 1952 should 
be returned with the applications to the Board of Trade for necessary 
amendment as regards onions (dry bulb).

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
Thailand Can Be a Fruitful Market for U.K. Exporters

sJ Thailand presents something of an oasis of peace and prosperity 

Despite two disturbing coups d'etat in June and November 1951, 
Field-Marshal Pibulsonggram’s Government remains apparently 
firm in office and the comparative political stability of Thailand, with 
its history of almost unbroken independence, is reflected in her current 
trace It will be seen that the market, which has been 
absorbing United Kingdom goods on a rising scale, offers worth-while 
possibilities for those exporters not already established there. 

After her recovery from the effects of Japanese occupation during 
the war, she is again able to maintain a favourable balance of trade. 
For the year 1951, her total exports, according to statistics received 
from the Tha: Customs Department, reached 4,473,000,000 ticals as 
against imports of 3,714,000,000 ticals: Thailand's staple exports 
continue to be rubber, tin and timber, though the exportable 
value of the last-mentioned has suffered a decline since July 1951, 
when the Thai Government instituted a comprehensive ban on the 
export of tumbers, other than teak 

In consequence of the very favourable conditions for the promotion 
of her traditional exports, accentuated as it has been by the un- 
certainties of rice production in neighbour states, Thailand has been 
able to amass considerable quantities of foreign exchange. The 
Government maintains a control over the export of rice, requiring the 
surrender at the official rate of exchange of all the resultant foreign 
exchange proceeds and most of that accruing from the export sale of 
rubber and tin. The proceeds of other exports may be retained by 
the seller who may dispose of them on the legal free market. 

Siam continues to adhere to a system of multiple exchange rates. 
‘The official rate of exchange, at present fixed at 35 ticals to the 
pound and 12-5 ticals to the United States dollar, is used for financing 
the majority of Government imports. Approved sterling imports are 
facilitated by a Bank of Thailand import rate covering a range of 
goods by which sterling is made available through commercial banks 
to bona fide importers at a rate which is normally not greatly different 
from the free market rate. ‘There is no corresponding import 
rate for the dollar, and all dollar and unapproved sterling imports are 
made at the free market rate. The Bank of Thailand import rate for 
sterling was substantially altered at the end of February to ticals 
45 £1, and the legal open market rate, which had, with minor 
fluctuations, been standing at approximately ticals 52 = £1 during 
early 1952, fell to approximately ticals 47 in April. The open market 
rate for the United States dollar has altered similarly from approxi- 
mately ticals 22 to ticals 19-75 between February and early April. A 
partial measure of exchange contro] has already been announced and 
there have been several indications of late that the Government is 
attempting to impose a greater degree of commodity control, with the 
stated object of reducing the cost of living.

Favourable Prospects 


Meanwhile, despite Government intentions of control and in some 
cases, ¢.g., motor cars, the actual imposition of an import quota system, 
Thailand's prospects as a market for imports remain favourable. 
United Kingdom products are rated highly and with the recent and 
unfortunate exception of a few isolated cases when United Kingdom 
goods have not come up to expectations, Thai firms are very willing 
to deal in British produce and to undertake agencies for British 
manufacturers. In 1951, ‘Thailand imported orders direct from the 
United Kingdom to the value of {11,382,000 as against £6,850,000 in 
1950 and £4,690,000 in 1949 

The satisfactory position seems to have been maintained in 1952 as 
fas as can be ascertained and imports for the month of February 1952 
stand at a record figure of £1,598 ,000 for direct exports from the United 
Kingdom. In addition to these amounts, many United Kingdom 
goods reach Thailand through the entrepots of Hong Kong, Singapore 
and Penang. By far the greater volume of import trade is carried by 
the port of Bangkok, though some business is handled by provincial 


ports, particularly in the south, which, with its rubber and tin, remains 
a prosperous area, offering many opportunities to enterprising British 
firms, despite decreased prices for these two valuable commodities 

Capital equipment and consumer goods from the United Kingdom 
have both contributed equally to swell the imports total. Com- 
petition is keen, both between rival United Kingdom companies 
represented here and, of course, through competition from other 
producer countries. Local business men maintain that the full 
influence of Japanese competition has yet to be seen but Japan, 
operating a trade agreement with Thailand on an annual “ barter ”’ 
basis, has already supplied a good deal of capital goods such as en- 
gines, boats and rolling stock as well as a substantial proportion of the 
cheaper textiles, hardware and other domestic items. Though 
figures are not complete, imports from the United States were very 
approximately equal in value to those from the United Kingdom 
through 1950 and early 1951, but there were indications that Thai 
imports from the United States were increasing in scale during 1951. 
German and Swiss firms have been showing initiative recently and 
most other Western European producer-nations are represented. 
Many of the cheaper consumer lines are manufactured in Hong Kong. 
With Thailand committed to a policy of anti-communism, there is 
little trade with U.S.S.R., Red China or the Iron Curtain satellite 
States. 


Need for Capital Goods 


On the consumer level, the Thai market is very susceptible to 
fashion and to “ brand consciousness’ which makes active sales- 
manship and skilful advertising an essential. A large number of 
enquiries about United Kingdom exportable items in the consumer 
line are regularly received by the Commercial Secretary at the British 
Embassy, Bangkok. In 1951, these included queries about textiles 
(especially rayons, linens, cambrics, etc.), clothing and footwear, 
pharmaceuticals and toilet requisites, books, stationery, and stationers’ 
or printers’ materials, manufactured plastic articles, plastic sheeting 
and moulding powder, radios, leather goods and travel goods. United 
Kingdom paints and varnishes are difficult to sell here in the face of 
competition from cheaper lines manufactured in Hong Kong. 

Thailand is also greatly in need of supplies of capital goods, both 
for industrial expansion and for replacement purposes. She has a 
great many industrial projects on hand, though many of these are 
still at the blue-print stage. Her communications, both road and 
rail, and also her public utilities are badly in need of imported equip- 
ment, while there is a continued demand for engines, pumps and 
milling and mining machinery, which are so important to the structure 
of her agricultural and small-industrial economy. 

Many queries about this type of item were received during 1951. 
Government departments sought rolling-stock and steel replacements 
for the railways, electrical, industrial and constructional plant, in- 
cluding road-making machinery, vehicles, aircraft, and boats of all 
descriptions. Other requests were for assistance in finding exporters 
who could provide good deliveries of diesel and other engines, cen- 
trifugal pumps, rice-milling machinery (especially small portable 
machines which have hitherto tended to be imported from the United 
States), oil-extracting plant, sprays, fire-fighting equipment, machine 
tools, plastic-moulding machines, and reconditioned vehicles. 
British motor-cars are popular in Bangkok though the up-country 
areas still prefer the larger, standard, United States makes ; nearly all 
Thailand’s many bicycles come from the United Kingdom. There is 
a constant demand for spares and replacement parts and for this 
reason the popular makes of cars and commercial vehicles are at a 
premium 

In the field of capital equipment United Kingdom prices are still 
very competitive, despite recent increases in the price of steel. 
Although there have been a few mild complaints about price increases 
after the acceptance of contracts, the chief criticism, especially of 
Thai Government departments, has been over delivery dates, which 
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have often prevented Thailand from ordering from the United King- 
dom equipment which would otherwise have suited their purpose 
entirely adequately. Unaffected in 1951 by problems of large-scale 
re-armament, Japan and, to a less extent, Germany have occasionally 
been able to secure openings as a result of offering rapid delivery, 
though the shortcomings of hasty production have been apparent in 
some instances. 

Given the present degree of political stability, Thailand is likely to 
continue as a fruitful market for United Kingdom exporters and has 
the capacity to expand very considerably. At present she is rather 
weighed down with a multiplicity of schemes and projects, but her 
potential natural wealth is considerable and only requires intelligent 
development. Through the Mutual Security Agency the United 
States is taking a very active part in assisting the promotion of Thai- 
land’s resources and, though this is of little direct advantage to the 
United Kingdom exporter, it need not be detrimental in the long run 
and can help to provide a focal point for an expansion of the Thai 
economy and consequently of her need of increased supplies of equip- 
ment from abroad. Lack of skilled technicians, the reluctance of 
the people to invest their savings and the inaccessibility of many 
areas owing to bad communications, remain limiting factors for the 
present. 

Strategic stock-piling and trade barriers arising from the inter- 
national economic situation have modified the traditional pattern of 
trade, and it is impossible to estimate exactly what competition the 
United Kingdom will in the future have to face in this area from the 
other industrialized nations, especially from Japan. It is reasonably 
certain, however, that the United Kingdom's chief claim will have to 
be based as before the war on an unrivalled tradition for supplying 
goods of a uniformly high and dependable quality ; the faith of most 
local business men in British goods is very salutary and it is vital that 
this faith should be fully maintained.

Switzerland and The Federal

Venezuelan Import Restrictions on 
Woollen Piece-goods 


HE Venezuelan regulations governing imports of woollen prece- 

goods, which were due to expire on May 31, 1952, will remain in 
force for a further period of three months. It is believed that the 
purpose of the extension is to enable further discussions to take place 
with local interests and that the duties and regulations governing 
imports of woollen piece-goods may be revised by the Venezuelan 
National Supply Commission at the end of the period, i.e., August 31, 
1952. For the present, customs duties on woollen cloth have not 
been increased. 

Import licences for woollen cloth are issued when it is proved that 
the importer has purchased a quantity of cloth from Venezuelan mills 
equal to half the amount it is proposed to import. That is, two 
metres of cloth may be imported for every metre of Venezuelan cloth 
purchased. 

The goods affected by these import regulations are those classified 
under the following Venezuelan tariff items :—

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Indian Import Control 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of two Public Notices which modify India’s 
import licensing regulations as follows :— 


Electric Bulbs for Instruments.—- Representations have been received 
that scientific, photographic and other instruments are often rendered uile 
on account of the fact that they need special types of electric bulbs for use 
with them and normally speaking the unporters of such equipment do not 
hold import licences for electric bulbs. The following decisions have been 
taken to remove these difficulties 


(a) In future, whenever a complete equipment is imported, in which an 
electric bulb having some peculiarity as to size, shape or filament is 
used, it will be permissible to unport three spare bulbs of precisely 
the same type and make as is fitted to the equipment imported. If 
the number of bulbs fitted to the equipment exceeds one, the number 
of spare bulbs to be imported will be thrice the number of bulbs in 
the equipment. This concession will be applicable whether the 
equipment is imported against a licence or under Open General 
Licence. In the former case the value of the spare bulbs will be 
debited to the value of the licence against which the equipment is 
imported. In the latter case, the spare bulbs will be allowed clearance 
without a licence 


In order to enable the supply of replacements to equipment already 
imported in the country in the past, importers holding heences for 
equipment of a type for which such special non-G.L.S. type lamps are 
required will be permitted to apply for the endorsement of their 
existing licences to cover the imports of special types of lamps. This 
concession will only be granted to established importers who have 
imported equipment needing such bulbs during the last three years and 
it will be necessary for them to produce documents (bills of entry and 
invoices) to show that they have made such imports during each of 
the last three years. On production of such documents, their existing 
licences for the import of a particular equipment will be made valid 
for the import of spare bulbs also up to a value not exceeding 2) per 
cent. of the total c.1.f. value of the licence

At THe 48TH OrptnarY Genera Mertinc held on May 21 the 
Chairman, Mr. H. Cxectt Boorn, after paying tribute to the memory 
of Mr. A. I. Belisha, who had been a member of the Board for 13 
years and who died on February 27, 1952, said that the year covered 
by the Accounts had been a record both as to turnover and profit, 
despite the difficulties occasioned by the restriction of materials and 
other difficulties. 

It had been the policy of the Company to achieve, as far as possible, 
a balance in its productive activities between the Household and 
Industrial sections of the business, thus minimizing general major 
disturbance contingent on Government restrictive action. 

The Industrial section which specializes in equipment for 
Generating Stations had been particularly busy and was carrying a 
substantial order book both for Home and Overseas Power Stations. 

The sales of Industrial Vacuum Cleaners and Time Recorders 
and allied apparatus were wel! maintained. 

The Household section of the business achieved record turnover 
in Vacuum Cleaners and Washing Machines notwithstanding the 
imposition of double Purchase Tax in the Budget 1951, which was a 
heavy burden both on Industry and the Housewife. 

The Company’s products had again been displayed at the principal 
Exhibitions throughout the World, but conditions in the Export 
market had become progressively more difficult particularly in 
Australia. 

The Group Accounts showed a further substantial improvement 
in the Company's position. Total Assets were £1,734,985, of which 
Fixed Assets amounted to £273,630. Current Assets at £1,461,355 
were up on last year by £56,225, whilst current liabilities, including 
taxation, were lower by £45,589 at £910,359. The Group Profit 
for the year was £211,320 against £136,295 for the previous year. 

Appropriations from the profit of £211,320 had been made of 
Income and Profits Tax £124,248 and of £20,000 to Stock Valuation 
Contingency Reserve, and an additional £10,000 to Bad Debts 
Reserve. After paying the dividend on the Preference capital and 
bringing in the balance from last year of £67,533, there was a balance 
of unrestricted profit of £119,486. This would have allowed an 
increase in the dividend, but the Directors had considered it in the 
best interests of the Company to maintain last year’s increased dividend 
of 25 per cent., carrying forward a balance of £99,798. 

The Chairman expressed the Board’s appreciation of the work of 
the Managing Directors, Staff, and all Employees, and the excellent 
results achieved. 

In concluding his speech Mr. Booth said that he regretted that this 
would be the last general meeting over which he would have the 
honour of presiding. Following his invention of the original 
Vacuum Cleaner in 1901, he became a Director of the present 
Company on its inception and had been Chairman for the past 40 
years. He was now in his 8Ist year, and had decided that in the very 
near future he must pass on his responsibilities to a younger and more 
active man. He was happy to announce that Mr. J. J. Hambidge, 
the Senior Managing Director, to whose ability and devotion the 
Company owed so much, had been appointed by the Board to the 
office of Deputy Chairman.
